m o s t of Congress. 
Why, t h e n , isn't it 
done? It isn't done be- 
cause no one has fig- 


ured out how to do it. What some of the 
dreamers don't talk about is the cost of 
such an effort. American farmers could 
produce enough to feed many more mil- 
lions of people than they now provide for 
but not for nothing. American farmers 
would love to have a market of millions of 
people in foreign lands opened up to them 
and these farmers can see, too, the moral 
grounds for doing so. 


But the American farmer is a private 


citizen and cannot play Santa Claus to the 
rest of the world any more than any other 
private citizen can do so. Heavy equipment 
manufacturers could equip the poor na- 
tions of the world, too, in a wonderful dis- 
play of moral courage but they can't af- 
ford it. American builders could provide 
schools, roads, housing and other things in 
foreign lands and it would be a find, hu- 
mane thing to do but they can't affort it. 


In addition to the wisdom and morality 


of feeding the hungry people of the world, 
we "have the economics of doing so. If it 
were also economical as well as moral and 
wi$e to feed the world, then you could be 
assured that the United States would al- 
ready be doing so. The question is who is 
going to pick up the tab for such a mam- 
moth handout? 


* 
Some money for such a program could 


be obtained through the current Depart- 
ment of Agriculture programs of support. 
Perhaps as much as $2 billion might be- 
come available for sending food to foreign 
lands if all price support and acreage con- 
trol payment programs were eliminated, 
and they could be eliminated if we were 
attempting to feed the world. If the Ameri- 
can farmer had a ready market for all he 
could produce, there would be no need for 
supports, although price would then be- 
come an all important factor. But $2 billion 
wpuldn't be a drop in the bucket when it 
comes to feeding millions and millions of 
people. The federal government is already 
spending almost that amount in foreign aid 
through foodstuffs and hardly anyone even 
knows it. 


Toe sad fact is that feeding the hungry 


people of the world could become an item 
of economic proportions equal to that of na- 
tional defense. One can argue the morality 
of fettling the world over weapons of human 
destruction but it isn't a very realistic atti- 
tude. In addition to who might pay for a 
world-feeding program, there is the ques- 
tion of distribution and the question of im- 
pact upon American agriculture. Is Ameri- 
can agriculture so situated that every avail- 
able acre in the country could be turned to 
productive efforts overnight; Do we have 
the modern machinery and available man- 
power to actually produce all that the land 
and other natural resources are capable of 
producing? The nation could add perhaps 
30 to 35 percent more land to production 
than is now being used. But the land would 
have to be worked bv men and machines. 


Further, if we concentrated on improved 


techniques, seeds, breeds, etc., we could 
run our current production 
probably to 


double what it is today. Think, then, of the 
fantastic shot this would give the economy. 
It is possible that such a program would 
stimulate an inflationary binge never before 
known to the country. Thus, economists 
would have to give careful thought to any 
program for feeding the world. 


Nor have we any notions as to how to 


lick the problem of distribution. One can- 
not even set up an international soup and 
bread line without a lot of problems. How 
do we go about getting our food into the 
hands ol those who need it without profit- 
eering, without destroying 
initiative and 


without fomenting p o l i t i c a l intrigue 
throughout the world? 


The latter problem is at least one of 


challenge to the intellect and a solution 


might be found but the 
problem of paying the 
bill is even more com- 
plex and baffling than

bution. One wonders if that economic stum- 
bling block is one that c o u l d ever be 
cleared. There can be no disagreement with 
the objective of any war on hunger through- 
out the world as such a program strikes 
at the roots of our moral understandings. 
Certainly it is wrong for people in the world 
to be starving when there are places in the 
world where there is too much abundance. 


But the world, unfortunately, is limited 


by many things, including the confines of 
its wisdom. We don't like to speak in terms 
of impossibilities but we must admit that 
we have not yet figured out all the possi- 
bilities. We have developed a complex so- 
cial and economic order that hems us in as 
well as providing us with many opportuni- 
ties. 


Speaking of low-wage workers and the 


need for a $2 minimum wage, AFL-CIO 
President George Meany said: "They are 
poor. They are hungry. Their children suf- 
fer. They need our help now, today." And 
there is little doubt that they will get the 
help of the giant labor organization. 


But will they get a $2 minimum wage? 


What Meany is saying is that there is a 
moral dictate for the payment of a $2 mini- 
mum wage. The only trouble with that is 
that there is not necessarily an economic 
dictate to go along with it. 


It is possible that Mr. Meany may even 


be correct from an economic point of view 
but this is the challenge he faces. Perhaps 
the economy can support a $2 minimum 
wage just as it now supports a minimum 
wage of $1.25 but not without some painful 
readjustments. 


The higher minimum wage would add

burdens to some business and industry that 
simply could not be absorbed without off- 
setting actions. Either employment would 
have to be cut or prices raised and neither 
of those is a commendable alternative. 


While Meany is expected to pursue the 


new minimum wage figure, it is hoped he 
also takes a look at productivity. The prob- 
lem of the low-wage worker could also be 
solved if that worker were qualified for more 
productive labor and had the opportunity 
of obtaining it. 


Meany might also consider a progres- 


sive minimum wage, one that applied its 
maximum after a specified length of em- 
ployment such as three or four or five 
years. Even that would accomplish a great 
deal while encouraging stability and con- 
tributing to an orderly adjustment on the 
part of business and industry. 


The Stewardess And Her Age 


Representatives of the Transport Work- 


ers Union and the Airline Pilots Association 
have gone to the New York State Commis- 
sion for Human Rights demanding the age 
restriction on airline stewardesses be aban- 
doned. 


Ever since the airlines thought up the 


neat trick of putting gorgeous, young single 
girls, in natty u n i f o r m s , to add artistry 
to the business of h a u l i n g passengers 
through the air, without thought of danger, 
the retirement age for these young beau- 
ties has ranged from 32 to 35. The assump- 
tion was the girls would be grounded by 
marriage before the old age of the 30's 
caught up . 'Hi them. And it has been large- 
ly true. But some of the girls who would 
"not go for the marriage bit, and the union, 
are taking the loftier view of human rights 
which they believe should extend beyond 
one's thirties.

Can'f Pass Muster 


WASHINGTON — To pre- 


vent another disaster at sea 
like the recent 
Yarmouth 


Castle fire, the Coast Guard 
is taking a sharper look at 
the old, foreign-flag ships 
which pick up passengers in 
Florida for winter cruises in 
the Caribbean. 


Most of these ships — in- 


cluding the Yarmouth, Flori- 
da, Viking Princess, Bahama 
Star, and Adriadne — a r e 
creaky, old vessels filled with 
combustible bulkheads and 
furnishings.

Cruise Lines, has admitted 
that one ship was built in 
1914. Though it has been re- 
modeled 
and 
modernized, 


this old hulk still operates out 
of Miami.* & & 


The Coast Guard is also 


keeping a weather eye on a 
few old A m e r i c a n ships 
which are loaded with in- 
flammable material. 


All these American ships 


meet the minimum 
safety 


standards set by the Coast 
Guard. However, the Coast 
Guard has only limited au- 
thority over ships flying the 
flags of nations that have 
signed the 1948 or 1960 Safety 
of Life at Sea Conventions. 
They must adhere to inter- 
national standards w h i c h 
aren't as strict as American 
standards. 


For example, Mexico was 


not a signatory in 1961 when 
one of its cruise ships, the 
S.S. Acapulco, sought to op- 
erate out of U.S. ports. The 


Coast Guards after an inspec- 
tion, refused to certify it, so 
the first cruise in December 
1961 was cancelled. 


Mexico promptly signed 


the international convention, 
whereupon the Coast Guard 
was obliged to grant the S.S. 
Acapulco a certificate as a 
foreign passenger vessel.

Most of the cruise ships 


now operating out of Florida 
are foreign-flag vessels and 
therefore don't have to com- 
ply with the stricter Amer- 
ican regulations. Built in 
America, the owners regis- 
tered them under Panamani- 
an or Liberian flags in or- 
der to avoid U.S. safety reg- 
ulations. 


The Coast Guard had re- 


ceived many ominous com- 
plaints about the ill-fated 
Yarmouth Castle before she 
finally burst into flames and 
went down in the Bahamas 
at a cost of 89 lives.

Supportm^ a i a nawly organ ii^ group 
dedicated to a worldwide conq uest of hun- 
are absolutely right when tticy claim 
current agricultural programs are im- 
mo ral and unwise. They and the n^w com- 
nOStee hav e the ov erwhelming support of 
American people in what they would 
Hke to do. They would like the productiv e 
dapacity of American farms turned loose 
to feed the hungry people of the world. 
The thought is far from a new one. 
^^•o, it is strongly supported by President 
Johnson and probably 
m os t of 
Congress. 
Why , t h e n , isn’t it 
done? It isn’t done be­ 
cause no one has fig­ 
ured out how to do it. What some of the 
dreamers don’t talk about is the cost of 
such an effort. American farmers could 
produce enough to feed many more mil­ 
lions of people than they now prov ide for 
but not for nothing. 
American farmers 
would lov e to hav e a market of millions of 
people in foreign lands opened up to them 
and these farmers can see, too, the moral 
grounds for doing so. 
But the American farmer is a priv ate 
citizen and cannot play Santa Claus to the 
rest of the world any more than any other 
priv ate citizen can do so. Heav y eq uipment 
manufacturers could eq uip the poor na­ 
tions of the world, too, in a wonderful dis­ 
play of moral courage but they can’t af­ 
ford it. American builders could prov ide 
schools, roads, housing and other things in 
foreign lands and it would be a find, hu­ 
mane thing to (to but they can’t affort it. 
In addition to the wisdom and morality 
of feeding the hungry people of the world, 
we hav e the economics of doing so. If it 
were also economical as well as moral and 
wi$e to feed the world, then y ou could be 
assured that the United States would al­ 
ready be doing so. The q uestion is who is 
going to pick up the tab for such a mam­ 
moth handout? 


★ 
Some money for such a program could 
be obtained through the current Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture programs of support. 
Perhaps as much as $2 billion might be­ 
come av ailable for sending food to foreign 
lands if all price support and acreage con­ 
trol pay ment programs were eliminated, 
and they could be eliminated if we were 
attempting to feed the world. If the Ameri­ 
can farmer had a ready market for all he 
could produce, there would be no need for 
supports, although price would then be­ 
come an all important factor. But $2 billion 
wouldn’t be a drop in the bucket when it 
comes to feeding millions and millions of 
people. The federal gov ernment is already 
spending almost that amount in foreign aid 
through foodstuffs and hardly any one ev en 
knows it. 


The sad fact is that feeding the hungry 
people of the world could become an item 
of economic proportions eq ual to that of na­ 
tional defense. One can argue the morality 
of feeding the world ov er weapons of human 
destruction but it isn’t a v ery realistic atti­ 
tude. In a(idifion to who might pay for a 
world-feeding program, there is the q ues­ 
tion of distribution and the q uestion of im­ 
pact upon .\merlcan agriculture. Is Ameri­ 
can agriculture so situated that ev ery av ail­ 
able acre In the country could be turned to 
productiv e efforts ov ernight; Do we hav e 
the modern machinery and av ailable man­ 
power to actually produce all that the land 
and other natural resources are capable of 
producing? The nation could add perhaps 
30 to 35 percent more land to production 
than is now being used. But the land would 
hav e to be worked bv men and machines. 


Further, if we concentrated on improv ed 
techniq ues, seeds, breeds, etc., we could 
run our current production probably to 
double what it is today . Think, then, of the 
fantastic shot this would giv e the economy . 
It is possible that such a program would 
stimulate an inflationary binge nev er before 
known to the country . Thus, economists 
would hav e to giv e careful thought to any 
program for feeding the world. 
Nor hav e we any notions as to how to 
lick the problem of distribution. One can­ 
not ev en set up an International soup and 
bread line wit’hoiit a lot of problems. How' 
do we go about getting our food into the 
hands ot those w^ho need it without profit­ 
eering, without destroy ing initiativ e and 
without fomenting 
p ol i t i c a l intrigue 
throughout the world? 
The latter problem is at least one of 
challenge to the intellect and a solution 
_____________ 
might be found but the 
problem of pay ing the 
bill is ev en more com­ 
plex and baffling than 
the matter of distri­ 
bution, One wonders if that economic stum­ 
bling block is one that 
c ou l d ev er be 
cleared. There can be no disagreement with 
the objectiv e of any war on hunger through­ 
out the world as such a program strikes 
at the roots of our moral understandings. 
Certainly it is wrong for people in the world 
to be starv ing when there are places in the

world where there is too much abundance. 
But the world, unfortunately , is limited 
by many things, including the confines of 
its wisdom. We don’t like to speak in terms 
of impossibilities but we must admit that 
we hav e not y et figured out all the possi­ 
bilities. We hav e dev eloped a complex so­ 
cial and economic order that hems us in as 
well as prov iding us with many opportuni­ 
ties. 


Speaking of low-wage workers and the 
need for a $2 minimum wage, AFL-CIO 
President George Meany said; “They are 
poor. They are hungry . Their children suf­ 
fer. They need our help now, today .” And 
there is little doubt that they will get the 
help of the giant labor organization. 
But will they get a $2 minimum wage? 
What Meany is say ing is that there is a 
moral dictate for the pay ment of a $2 mini­ 
mum wage. The only trouble with that is 
that there is not necessarily an economic 
dictate to go along with it. 
It is possible that Mr, Meany may ev en 
be correct from an economic point of v iew 
but this is the challenge he faces. Perhaps 
the economy can support a $2 minimum 
wage just as it now supports a minimum 
wage of $1.25 but not without some painful 
i*eadjustments. 
The higher minimum wage would add

burdens to some business and industry that 
simply could not be absorbed without off­ 
setting actions. Either employ ment would 
hav e to be cut or prices raised and neither 
of those is a commendable alternativ e. 
While Meany is ex pected to pursue the 
new minimum wage figure, it is hoped he 
also takes a look at productiv ity . The prob­ 
lem of the low-wage worker could also be 
solv ed if that worker were q ualified for more 
productiv e labor and had the opportunity 
of obtaining it. 
Meany might also consider a progres­ 
siv e minimum wage, one that applied its 
max imum after a specified length of em­ 
ploy ment such as three or four or fiv e 
y ears. Ev en that would accomplish a great 
deal while encouraging stability and con­ 
tributing to an orderly adjustment on the 
part of business and industry . 
The Stewardess And Her Age 


Representativ es of the Transport Work­ 
ers Union and the Airline Pilots Association 
hav e gone to the New York State Commis­ 
sion for Human Rights demanding the age 
restriction on airline stewardesses be aban­ 
doned. 
Ev er since the airlines thought up the 
neat trick of putting gorgeous, y oung single 
girls, in natty un i f or ms , to add artistry 
to the business of h a ul i n g passengers 
through the air, without thought of danger, 
the retirement age for these y oung beau­ 
ties has ranged from 32 to 35. th e assump­ 
tion was the girls would be grounded by 
marriage before the old age of the 30’s 
caught up . 'ih them. .And it has been large­ 
ly true. But some of the girls who would 
BOt go for the marriage bit. and the union, 
ate taking the loftier v iew of human rights 
which they believ e should ex tend bey ond 
one’s thirties. 


We grant that the airlines were not en­ 
gaged in that branch of the humanities when 
it went for the stewardess gimmick. It was 
another branch whose inv iolate rule is that 
men will buy any thing if there is a pretty 
girl attached, ev en if they can’t touch. 
But on the other hand little can be 
gained for the rights of women in this in­ 
stance by taking the case to a New York 
commission for human rights. The sov er­ 
eignty of that commission, whatev er it is, 
does not ex tend bey ond the state’s lines, 
while stewardesses fly clear across the 
country ov er passing many states, each of 
which could hav e a different v iew of the 
age of stewardesses. 
This monumental q uestion clearly is 
one for federal rev iew and is a misfit in 
the case of states rights.

Can't Pass Muster 


WASHINGTON — To pre­ 
v ent another disaster at sea 
like the recent Yarmouth 
Castle fire, the Coast Guard 
is taking a sharper look at 
the old. foreign-flag ships 
which pick up passengers in 
Florida for winter cruises in 
the Caribbean. 
.Most of these ships — in­ 
cluding the Yarmouth, Flori­ 
da, Viking Princess, Bahama 
Star, and Addadne — a r e 
creaky , old v essels filled with 
combustible bulkheads and 
furnishings. 
John Smith 
Jr.. former 
president of the Caribbean 
Cruise Lines, has admitted 
that one ship was built in 
1914. Though it has been re­ 
modeled 
and 
modernized, 
this old hulk still operates out 
of Miami. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The Coast Guard is also 
keeping a weather ey e on a 
few old A m e r i c a n ships 
which are loaded with in­ 
flammable material. 
All these American ships 
meet the minimum safety 
standards set by the Coast 
Guard. Howev er, the Coast 
Guard has only limited au­ 
thority ov er ships fly ing the 
flags of nations that hav e 
signed the 1948 or 1960 Safety 
of Life at Sea Conv entions. 
They must adhere to inter­ 
national standards w h i c h 
aren’t as strict as American 
standards. 
For ex ample, Mex ico was 
not a signatory in 1961 when 
one of its cruise ships, the 
S.S. Acapulco, sought to op­ 
erate out of U.S. ports.

Surely they hail become more re­ 
ceptiv e to ideas and adv ice. 


WASHINGTON-As though 
the air were not sufficiently 
charged with political ten­ 
sion.

Theirs is 
the loud echo of W i l l i a m 
Jennings Bry an — the “Cross 
Of Gold,” the “conspiracy of 
the Wall Street bankers,” the 
farmer and the working man 
caught in the money sq ueeze. 
It so happens that b ot h 
Long and Patman ware pow­ 
erfully placed to direct an at­ 
tack on the Federal Reserv e 
stockade in the best tradition 
of the Old West. Long has 
said he intends to take the 
chairmanship of the Senate 
Finance Committee left v a­ 
cant by the retirement of that 
gracious guardian of the fi­ 
nancial establishment, Harry 
F. By rd. At the same time. 
Long means to keep his post 
as majority whip, second in 
importance only to that of 
majority leader. 
As chairman of the House 
Banking and Currency Com­ 
mittee. Patman has kept up 
a constant harassing attack 
on Martin and “tight mon­ 
ey .” .As the unadulterated 
v oice of Populism, he is als,,

der to av oid U.S. safety reg­ 
ulations. 
The Coast Guard had re­ 
ceiv ed many ominous com­ 
plaints about the ill-fated 
Yarmouth Castle before she 
finally burst into flames and 
went down in the Bahamas 
at a cost of 8 9 liv es. Here’s 
what the record shows: 
In 1964, the Coast Guard 
temporarily rev oked the Yar­ 
mouth 
Castle’s 
certificate, 
thus prohibiting her from 
picking 
up 
passengers 
in 
U.S. ports, because the crew 
wasn’t properly trained for 
fire and life boat drills. 
The ship ran out of water, 
ran short of fuel, and oper­ 
ated 15 hours behind sched­ 
ule on each of four sailings 
for Caribbean Cruise Lines. 
Late in 1964, the machinery 
finally broke down, and^ the 
ship was laid up sev eral 
weeks for repairs.

Both parties are curious 
about the outlook on a Cur- 
tis-Morrison 
Senate 
clash. 
Some Democrats want to see 
how Phil Sorensen looks in a 
gubernatorial poll. 
The much-publicized post- 
carrd poll undertaken in the 
past week or so for clients 
other than political parties 
and potential candidates will 
nev ertheless be put to use by 
at least one political figure, 
perhaps help him decide his 
future course of action. 
Other surv ey s are in the 
wind. 
Political polling has been 
dev eloped in recent y e a r s 
into a useful tool, one which 
helps guide decisions, b u t 
not dictate them. 
Polling is a highly scien­ 
tific business. 
To be accurate, polls re- 


q uire a blending of age, oc­ 
cupation. income, geography , 
sex . political persuasion, ev ­ 
ery conceiv able shading of 
the public personality mix ed 
proportionately according to 
the totai population. A n d 
then a poll is only accurate 
for a giv en point in time; 
all may change in a month 
or two. 
The more scientific (and 
thus the more accurate) a 
poll is likely to be, the more 
ex pensiv e it is. So s om e 
surv ey s skip some of th e 
blending, thus hold down the 
cost and still prov ide some 
indication of public senti­ 
ment. 
It is also important to note 
how an issue may be pre­ 
sented to the poll participant 
in order to properly weigh 
the significance of his re­ 
sponse. 
The recent postcard poll 
seeks a measure of public 
sentiment on the proposed 
constitutional 
amendment 
which would permit public 
bus transportation for pri­ 
v ate and parochial school 
students. 
But the phrasing of t h e 
q uesti(Hi does not truly in­ 
form the poll participant as 
to the issue. How would y ou 
v ote, the poll asks, “on con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
au­ 
thorizing transportation for 
school children?” 
Actually , the phrasing of 
the issue on the 1966 general 
election ballot will not be 
much more helpful. It will 
req uest the v oter to p a s s 
judgment on the “constitu­ 
tional amendment authoriz­ 
ing transportation serv ices 
for children attending a n y 
elementary 
or 
secondary 
school.” 
But, presumably , the v ot­ 


er should be able to identify 
the issue on the ballot nex t 
Nov ember after supporters 
and opponents of the amend­ 
ment h a v e completed a 
lengthy campaign outlining 
the q uestion. 
In any ev ent, the public 
mind is in for some testing. 
How, for instance, do Ne­ 
braskans react to the U.S. 
war effort in Vietnam? And 
could this reaction seep into 
a Senate campaign in Ne­ 
braska? And who would it 
help or hurt? 
Are the old issues — na­ 
tional debt, deficit spending, 
foreign aid, morality in gov ­ 
ernment — really useful to 
the Republicans any more?

more powerful body by remov- 
ing doubts about its broad au- 
thority. 


In the case at issue, the

Declarer would then have 


assumed that West had t h e 
king, and might therefore 
have concluded from t h i s 
that East had the king of 
hearts. South would conse- 
quently have taken a finesse, 
lost to the king, and g o n e 
down one when he later lost 
a spade trick. 


All of which is no doubt 


somewhat metaphysical — 
though 
we do think that 


East's argument was quite 
sound. The hand simply goes

fifth, and worse, year of water 
shortages be averted, Udall 
told a news conference. There 
is no evidence that the rainfall 
needed to build up adequate 
water reserves will occur, he 
said. 


The drought conditions have 


continued into the fall, with 
water shortages still afflicting 
many areas r u n n i n g from 
eastern Pennsylvania through 
New England. 


A 'Canadian official s a i d 


here that his country was not 
yet prepared to s h a r e its 
w e a l t h of water w i t h the 
United States. He suggested 
that waste and inefficiency 
were partly the cause of the 
U.S. shortage — which he said 
might not really be a shortage 
at all. 


U d a l l said he understood 


Canada's position, and the 
statements of John Turner, an 
official of the Canadian natur- 
al resources agency, were not 
surprising. 


Udall said it would be "em- 


inently sound" for Canada to 
make a thorough inventory of 
its water resources b e f o r e 
agreeing to study any propos- 
als for diverting water to the 
United States.

Udall Warns 
East Likely 
To Be Drier 


Washington (UPl) — inter­ 
ior Secretary Stewart L. Udall 
said Friday the drought that 
parched the Northeast 
l a s t 
summer is likely to b e even 
w'orse nex t year. 
Only if there is a dramatic 
upward turn in rainfall will a 
fifth, and worse, year of water 
shortages b e averted, Udall 
told a news conference. There 
is no evidence that the rainfall 
needed to b uild up adequate 
water reserves will occur, he 
said. 
The drought conditions have 
continued into the fall, with 
water shortages still afflicting 
many areas r un n i n g from 
eastern Pennsylvania through 
New England. 
A Canadian official s a i d 
here that his country was not 
yet prepared to 
s h a r e its 
w e a l t h of water w i t h the 
United States. He suggested 
that waste and inefficiency 
were partly the cause of the 
U.S. shortage — which he said 
might not really b e a shortage 
at all. 
U d a l l said he understood 
Canada’s position, and the 
statements of John Turner, an 
official of the Canadian natur­ 
al resources agency, were not 
surprising. 
Udall said it would b e “em­ 
inently sound" for Canada to 
make*a thorough inventory of 
its water resources b e f o r e 
agreeing to study any propos­ 
als for diverting water to the 
United States.
